She was si-nt 
to Enaland win-n a jearlina and there won as a two-year-old in 1912 and :is a three-year-old in 1913. 
The oiiflireak of the areat war in 1914 sent her haek to the land of h<-r nativity aloiia witli her stalile- 
mates. She was s-.-iit into stud life, at onee and Rosie o’Gr.ui.v was the n-siilt of her union with tlie 
anind racer and areat lircodmare sire llamliura.

".At 111** risk of tiring you b.v making this talk 
tisi long, I cannot refrain from quoting a passage 
from Count L* limlorff's Isiok. 'Horse Breeding 
Ri'collei-tiolis.’ Count la’hmlorff was tin* Iiead of 
tlie Iiicierial Stud of G<*riiiaii.v and was ree*>giiiz*'d 
at tin* time <if liis death as tlie foremost aiitliorlty 
in EuroiH* on tliis siilijeet. So iinlispeiisaldp do flu* 
European goveriiiii«*iits consider raeiiig merit and 
soniidiii'ss, that tlie.v find it pa.vs to give inereililile 
sntns. to onr minds, for thoroiighl>r***l stallions to 
breed to lialf-breil mares for cavalry remounts and 
iirni.v imr|si.ses.
